The program was produced by (}erard (Chip) 
Selby as part of his work for a master's thesis at 
the University of Maryland for a communications 
arts and theater degree , . , 

Selby, 26, spent more than 3Vi years and 
$23,000 to produce the hour . . . 

He put in $12,000 himself, borrowing another 
$7,000 from his ^rlfriend and even $1,000 from 
his future father-in-law. “I borrowj^ from eveiv- 
body," he admitted yesterday 
In the course of putting the film together, he 
won the settlement of a suit against the owners 
erf the famous Zapioder film dip that recorded 
the actual shooting in Dallas in November 1963, 
to aUow him to include it in the footage . . . 

Selby first tried to sell the film to the Discov- 
ery C^hannel in Landover, where he now works as 
a ratings researcher. But Discovery Wasn't inter- 
ested, and after finishing the project in May he 
sold it to A&E. Selby is current^ trying to find 
tmie to fini^ the written report that must 
accompany his film in order to get his mastei^s
